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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Election 

Applicant provisionally elected the species I with traverse. Applicant also 
designated that the claims 1-7, 9, 16-18, and 20-23 read on species I. Examiner agrees 
with this statement. Therefore, it is concluded that the claims 8, 10-15, 19 and 24-26 
are considered non-elective claims. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Claims 12-15 and 24-26 have been cancelled. 

In lines 4 and 5 of claim 1 , "that corresponds to corrections of the peak reduced 
input signal" has been replaced with -to mitigate at least one of signal distortion and out 
of band emissions caused by the reduction of peaks associated with input signal--. 

In lines 1 0 and 1 1 of claim 1 , "substantially free of at least one of the signal 
distortion and out of band (OOB) emissions" has been deleted. 

In lines 4 and 5 of claim 16, "associated with peak reduction of the input signal" 
has been replaced with -to mitigate at least one of signal distortion and out of band 
emissions caused by the reduction of peaks associated with input signal-. 
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In lines 13 and 14 of claim 16, "substantially free of at least one of out-of-band 
(OOB) emissions and signal distortion" has been deleted. 

In line 4 of claim 20, "associated with peak reduction of the input signal" has 
been replaced with -to mitigate at least one of signal distortion and out of band 
emissions caused by the reduction of peaks associated with input signal--. 

In lines 8 and 9 of claim 20, "substantially free of out-of-band (OOB) emissions 
and signal distortion" has been deleted. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 -1 1 and 1 6-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1,16 and 20, the closest prior art of record, Mitzlaff (Fig. 1) does not disclose the 
following limitations: a correction signal generator and its functional limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
